Protesting the tentative budget 
Of $2,119,773 proposed for the fis¬ 
cal year 1935-36 for Orange 
county, Dion B Gardner, chair¬ 
man of the Orange county farm 
bureau tax committee, told the 
supervisors today that the county's 
welfare burden should be so re¬ 
vised that relief would not im¬ 
poverish the taxpayer for the ben¬ 
efit of the "so-called" unemployed. 

"Relief and nnemploy ,.ent," he 
declared, "should be put on a com¬ 
mon sense basis. If the workers 
cannot earn jam for their bread 
they should eat their bread plain.” 

He also pointed out that if there 
Is an emergency this year, all ex¬ 
tensions and improvements in the 
county, including highway devel¬ 
opment and improvement pro¬ 
grams, should be abolished and all 
resources of the county used to 
meet the emergency. He declared, 
however, that, in his opinion, if 
there Is still an emergency, it has 
existed for four years, and because 
of its duration is no longer an 
emergency but a condition. For 
that, reason, he declared, the relief 
and unemployment program should 
be placed on a common sense 
basis. 

Flaherty Protests 

R D. Flaherty, executive secre¬ 
tary of the farm bureau, protested 
the budget and tax rate on the 
grounds that, in spite of the de¬ 
crease in the rate, the increased 
assessed valuation placed on prop¬ 
erty would make the tax burden 
heavier than it was last year. 

He said this is a difficult year 
for the taxpayer, and pointing to 
the county reserve set up in the 
budget declared that in the opin¬ 
ion of his group the unbudgeted 
attempt to increase its reserves, 
reserve of $331,262 is too high.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 20. UP)— 
Will Rogers and Wiley Post, close 
together in death, were miles apart 
today as a sorrowing nation pre¬ 
pared to pay final tribute to their 
memory. 

The body of America's beloved 
humorist-actor rested here, and 
the remains of his noted flier- 
friend were placed back in a huge 
air liner and started on a last 
Journey back to his adopted state 
of Oklahoma. 

Down from the north, at dusk 
last night, came the big silver 
plane bearing the bodies of the 
two air cronies, who met death 
to gether Thursday in Alaska. 

Meanwhile, the cowboy-philoso¬ 
pher’s wife and three children were 
en route by train from the east. 
They are scheduled, to arrive 
shortly after noon tomorrow. 

Post and Rogers were parted 
for the first time since they met, 
two weeks ago, to start their 
fateful air voyage together. The 
remains of the intrepid Oklahoma 
flyer were placed aboard another 
ship this morning and taken to 
Oklahoma City for burial. 

Arrangements for the last trib¬ 
ute to Rogers, Thursday, were 
completed. 

Body In State 

Before the private funeral rites, 
attended only by members of his 
family and of the circle of his 
closest friends, his body will lie in 
state for five hours, starting at 7 
a. m , in a grove of pine and olive 
trees at Forest Lawn memorial 
park, Glendale. 

Later, in the chapel, the Wee 
Kirk o' the Heather, Dr. J. Whit¬ 
comb Brougher sr., an old friend, 
will conduct the last service. This 
will start at 2 p. m. 

Rogers' body then will be placed 
in a crypt, near those containing 
the mortal remains of many of his 
friends. At some future date, Mrs. 
Rogers said, she will take his cas¬ 
ket to Oklahoma, the state of his 
birth, there to remain. 

Thus the restless wanderer’s 
journey will end. 

Crowd at Airport 

Despite the secrecy surrounding 
the arrival of the giant Pan- 
American Airways ship, bearing 
the bodies, yesterday, a crowd of 
several hundred persons was at the

72-Foot Tubs With 12 
Washing Arms Will 
Clarify Water 


WESTPORT, Conn., Aug. 20. UP) 
Plans to wash the Colorado river, 
the most gigantic water-cleansing 
job ever undertaken, were an¬ 
nounced today by the Dorr Com¬ 
pany, Inc. 

At the Imperial dam, near 
Yuma, Arlz., will be cleansed, the 
water to be drawn off there 
through the 210-mile All-American 
canal to irrigate the Imperial and 
the Coachella valleys in Califor¬ 
nia. 

The muddy Colorado—nearly 
one-half of one per cent—is all 
right for irrigation, but its water 
must be cleaned to prevent con¬ 
stant dredging in the long canal. 

The contract for building the 
washing plant was signed by the 
Dorr company and forwarded to¬ 
day to the bureau of reclamation 
of the department of the interior. 

Largest Gadget 

The plant will wash 80 times 
more water than the next largest 
mechanical water purification 
plant in the country, the 100-mil- 
lion-gallon-a-day works at Kansas 
City. It will clean a flow one- 
twentieth the size of the Niagara 
Falls. 

It is planned to remove 50,000 
to 70,000 tons of silt a day, equiva¬ 
lent to the load of dirt carried by 
a freight train 11 miles long—- 
enough to build the 91,000,000- 
cubic foot pyramid of Cheops at 
Gizeh in 50 days. 

The desilting plant resembles in 
mechanical principle a battery of 
family washing machines. The 
washing will be done by great re¬ 
volving steel arms in settling

In his survey of consumption, 
Mr. Bates will endeavor to place 
figures before the council showing 
relative costs of the present setup 
and the proposed project, whereby 
the municipality would furnish its 
own power. 


PLACENTIA.—Approval of the 
county planning commission on 
proposed opening of Common¬ 
wealth avenue eastward from 
Fullerton as a connecting link 
with Manchester avenue, will be 
sought when the body meets in 
Santa Ana Thursday, it was an¬ 
nounced at a city council meet¬ 
ing here last night. 

The planning commission will 
be asked to approve the Com¬ 
monwealth avenue route through 
Fullerton instead of Chapman 
avenue, as nas been suggested. 
Completion of the new highway j 
would necessitate purchase of 
rights-of-way through the C. C. 
Chapman home ranch, which be¬ 
gins at Cypress avenue east of 
Fullerton and runs to Placentia 
avenue. 

Course Not Decided 

The Chapman property is the 
only strip over which Common¬ 
wealth avenue is not completed. 
No decision has been reached as 
to probable course of the pro¬ 
posed highway after reaching Pla¬ 
centia avenue, but two routes are 
under consideration. One would 
pass directly north of the pres¬ 
ent business district of Placentia 
through what is now an alley. The 
other would call for a sweeping 
curve after leaving Placentia ave¬ 
nue and continuing on Center 
street, one block north of the bus¬ 
iness district. 

Either route would bring the 
proposed highway through Placen¬ 
tia, joining the present Richfield 
road east of Placentia about two 
miles, eliminating one railroad 
crossing.

In an atmosphere so quiet that 
it is almost deafening, totally for¬ 
eign to his former surroundings, 
Baer has been training here a 
week for his battle with the sen¬ 
sational Negro, September 24. 

He won't start boxing until Fri¬ 
day. He isn’t going to box a dozen 
rounds a day as he did before los¬ 
ing his world heavyweight cham¬ 
pionship to Jimmy Braddock. 

Old Ballyhoo 

The story of a "New Baer,” a 
“New Joe Doakes,” a "new any¬ 
body," is as old as fight ballyhoo 
itself. 

Here in these same Adirondack 
mountains, in the same cabin re¬ 
treat where Baer is staying in 
the same hills where Baer runs 
five miles every morning, on the 
same Lake Pleasant where Baer 
rows for an hour daily, a "New 
Gene Tunney” was born some 
seven years ago. prior to Gentle¬ 
man Gene's second great duel with 
Jack Dempsey in Chicago in 1927. 

Gene changed from a recluse to 
a happy warrior. Within another 
year he had retired from pugilism 
and all those pleasant contracts of 
the transformation period. He 
never has been back. 

Baer Impressive 

Baer at the moment is the most 
impressive Baer of all the daffy 
years. This curly-headed Califor¬ 
nia giant has been rising to tre¬ 
mendous heights and plumbing the 
depths of mediocrity, alternately, 
and when least expected. 

"I'm not kidding myself,” he 
said today. "I’m not going to 
miss. I'll fool everybody again, 
but in a different way from the 
night I lost to Braddock.

Protection of Santa Ana school 
children by guards at intersections 
is virtually assured today as a re¬ 
sult of action taken by the city 
council last night The group ap¬ 
proved a Works Progress admin¬ 
istration project for maintaining 
traffic guards at 16 principal 
school intersections. The program 
would necessitate a WPA outlay 
of $7407 for wages for a. nine 
months' period starting Septem¬ 
ber 17. Actual cost to the city 
would be approximately $80. 

Last year a similar program was 
carried on. with the State Emerg¬ 
ency Relief administration fur¬ 
nishing guards who assisted the 
city officers in guarding school 
crossings. The work was super¬ 
vised by Police Chief Floyd W. 
Howard, and the same policy 
would be followed this year under 
the proposed WPA project. 

There have been no fatal acci¬ 
dents to school children at school 
intersections during recent years. 

The council last night also ap¬ 
proved continuation of a project 
for maintaining and improving the 
Bowers Memorial museum, under 
the WPA. The same project was 
launched under the SERA, and last 
night's action amounted to formal 
approval of its ultimate transfer 
to the WPA. 


George Kellogg Charges 
Red Experiments Have 
Disproven Theory 


Santa Ana aud other local gov¬ 
ernmental units are confronted 
with the necessity of fixing their 
tax rates before they know the 
definite assessed valuations on 
which to base them, it was pointed 
out at last night's city council 
meeting bv City Attorney L. W 
Blodget. The city's approximate 
valuation, minus intangibles, is 
$23,840,245, but may vary because 
public utility valuations have not 
been finally set by the state board 
of equalization. Mr. Blodget said. 

The council must fix the tax 
rate by August 27. but the state 
board of equalization will have 
until the end of the month to es¬ 
tablish public utility valuations. 
Thus a tax rate fixed to raise a 
given amount may fail to do so if 
tentative utility valuations are ul¬ 
timately reduced. And the oppo¬ 
site also might happen. 

Intangibles Valued 

A report was filed with the 
council last night by County Audi¬ 
tor W. T Lambert, showing .ha* 
the total assessed valuation of 
real and personal property is $21,- 
506.130. The state board has set 
a tentative utility valuation of 
$2,334,115, giving the city a tax¬ 
able total, minus intangibles, 
amounting to $23,840,245. 

Intangibles, which are taxable 
but often remain in hiding were 
valued at $3,357,860, boosting the 
total to $27,198,105. 

Items which make up the total 
were listed by Mr Lambert as fol¬ 
lows : 

Grand Total $27,198,105 

Real estate, $9,139,060; improve¬ 
ments. $9,640,510; trees, $441,610; 
secured personal property. $1,554,- 
650: secured money $1750; unse¬ 
cured personal property, $728,550, 
making a common property valua¬ 
tion of $21,506,130. 

Proposed public utility valua¬ 
tions: real estate, $330,240; im¬ 
provements. $732,430, and personal 
property. $1,271,445, bringing the 
total to $23,840,245. 

Intangibles: Solvent credits, 
$1,163,960; stocks, bonds, notes and 
and mortgages. $2,193,900, making 
the grand total $27,198,105. 

Expect Low Tax Rate 

Last year's total valuation was 
$15,968,815. This did not include 
public utilities. Addition of these, 
plus the fact that the state board 
of equalization ordered a 35 per 
cent boost in assessed valuations, 
account for the larger figure this 
year 

Last year’s tax rate was $1 75 
per $100 of assessed valuation. On 
the basis of the budget for this 
year it is expected that the rate 
will be lower, perhaps as low as 
$1.55. The amount of the reduc¬ 
tion will depend somewhat upon 
whether a rate is set up to begin 
retiring improvement district 
bonds created under the 1915 spe¬ 
cial assessment district act. which 
courts have ruled are obligations 
of cities Many of these bonds have 
become delinquent and cities are 
facing the probable necessity of 
raising money with which to retire 
them. 


Communism has been tried out. 
In California and has failed It 
has been tried repeatedly in oth¬ 
er parts of the United States 
and always it has collapsed In 
fact it was given a chance to 
prove its value in our early colon¬ 
ial hitsory, and was unable to 
stand up because with common 
sharing of goods, the lazy ele¬ 
ment would not work. 

These failures of communism 
were brought into the limelight 
last night by George Kellogg of 
Yorba Linda, president of the as¬ 
sociated chambers of commerce 
Mr. Kellogg launched the Minute 
Men campaign of the American 
Legion post here, which has set 
out to combat communism 
through education. Mr. Kellogg 
spoke at 7:15 p m over KREG, 
local radio station. He was in¬ 
troduced by Col. M R. Welling¬ 
ton, chairman of the Legion Min¬ 
ute Men committee. 

Cites Experiments 

California's experiment with 
communism was the Job Harri- 
man colony in Antelope valley 
which later moved to Louisiana 
and is known as Llano, said the 
speaker. There was another col¬ 
ony on the Pacific coast, known as 
the Equality colony, in the state 
of Washington. 

Mr. Kellogg listed the better- 
known communistic colonies in the 
United States and showed that 
those formed for commercial pur¬ 
poses lasted only one and one- 
half years on the average, while 
those formed by religious socie¬ 
ties averaged 24 years of life 

Other communistic colonies, all 
of which are defunct, include the 
Skakers, the Harmonists or Sep¬ 
aratists, th Amana society in 
Iowa in 1842, Bethel community 
in Shelby county, Mo., Cabet col¬ 
onies in Texas and Iowa in 1848. 
27 colonies of Fourierism from 
1840 to 1850, sponsored by such 
men as Albert Brisbane, Horace 
Greeley and Charles A Dana, the 
Russian cooperat ve, the Christian 
commonwealth of Georgia and the 
Freedom colony of Kansas. 

‘Nothing Wrong’ 

"But you may ask, ‘What is 
wrong with that kind of commun¬ 
ism.’'’ said the speaker. "And the 
answer undoubtedly is nothing 
Absolutely nothing’ If people 
choose to lead that kind of life do 
not try to forte it on others or in¬ 
terfere with the lives of others 
Under our form of government 
they have a perfect right to fol¬ 
low their ideals." 

However, one of the chief fal¬ 
lacies of modern communism as 
advocated on a national scale is 
that it does attempt to interfere 
with the lives of others, Mr Kel¬ 
logg explained. In fact it is based 
upon the idea of overthrow of gov¬ 
ernment by force and violence and 
has world revolution as one of its 
main ideals, he pointed out. 

Modern communism, he said, 
began with Carl Marx in 1846, 
but Marx later left the movement 
because anarchism and violence 
had become the predominant note 

Telia Lenin’s Idea 

Another fallacy of communism 
pointed out by Mr. Kellogg is the 
assassination of Lenin, famous 
Russian communist, that the end

Recent high temperatures will 
cause a shorter crop of lima beans 
in the Southland and of pink beans 
in the King City district, accord¬ 
ing to federal-state crop reports 
received here by the office of Farm 
Advisor Harold Wahlberg. Re¬ 
ports indicate the yield per acre 
in many producing sections will be 
about four sacks lighter than 
earlier estimates, the report said 
On high lands where no water is 
available for Irrigation, plantings 
show very heavy damage from 
heat, the report states. 

Conditions on August 1 indicated 
that California will have an out¬ 
put of 3,752,000 sacks of beans, 
made up of 1,712.000 sacks of lima 
varieties and 2,040,000 bags of 
other kinds, which is about the 
same as the output for last year, 
the report said. 

Stocks of beans in California 
warehouses August 1 were lower 
than the average for the past five 
years. They amounted to 564,685 
bags, as compared to 743,820 bags 
a year ago. The average for the 
five-year period has been 576.458 
bags. Holdings were reduced 133,- 
261 sacks in July. The report also 
said that movement of beans into 
trade channels this season ap¬ 
parently has been one-third great¬ 
er than in corresponding months of 
the two preceding seasons

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MR. FALL’S MORTGAGE 

I T MAY be mad taste to discuss publicly how you would 
use, if you had the chance, some other person's money. 
Nevertheless, in one particular instance, we’re going to do 
it, here and now.

Mr. Fall, aged and broken and protesting always his 
innocence, retired to his ranch home in New Mexico. Now 
he has received legal notice to move out, that he is being 
evicted, that the Petroleum Securities company, holding 
his mortgage on which payments are in default, has fore¬ 
closed and wants to take possession. Mr. Fall is pro¬ 
testing, refusing to go. 

If we were Mr. Doheny, or if for a moment we were 
to control Mr. Doheny’s checking account, we'd pay off 
that mortgage. We’d hand him back his property, free 
and clear. We’d feel that was the least we could do in all 
humanity for an old-time fellow prospector with whom 
we’d tramped the desert, for a fellow figure in one of the 
century’s major scandals (regardless of the guilt or the 
innocence of one or both parties), and we’d feel darn glad 
that we were able to do it. 

And if it is a shocking violation of good taste for us 
thus to express our sentiments, we hope that Emily Post, 
Mr. Doheny and all other concerned will excuse it please!

T HOSE persons who tuned in on Station KREG last 
night heard a good talk by George Kellogg, the Pla¬ 
centia farmer, president of the associated chambers of 
commerce and himself a past commander of an American 
Legion post.

It has for its 
purpose the education of our youth and it is designed to 
counteract, with facts, the fiction we get so much of these 
days from the agitators. It is an undertaking which every 
American ought to support. 

From all the hullabaloo that’s being raised you’d 
think only our millionaires are the thrifty ones in the 
United States.
